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The separate inventions are:

The ''special technical 
features'' in group one relate to an indexable cutting 
insert and its geometrical shape, while the "special 
technical features" of group two relate to a method for 
manufacturing a cutting insert. There is no technical 
relationship among these inventions involving one or 
more of the same or corresponding technical features. 
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
